Shore testified that he was a 
licensed insurance agent from 
1955 through 1958. He admitted 
under intensive questioning that 
he bought his 1958 license only 
after the Senate committee pub- 
licly disclosed his insurance deal 
with Whitman. 

H. B. Christian, director of the 
agents licensing division of In- 
surance Commissioner Zack 
Cravey’s office, swore that his 
records do not show that Shore

Thursday that Shore had been 
issued a 1957 agent’s license. The 
reporter was shown a card which 
the employe said indicated the 
license had been paid for and 
issued. ;

Farmers Unfairly 


Add Insurance Commissioner Zack 
Cravey to the ranks of powerful forces 
like Secretary of Agriculture Benson 
whose discriminatory tactics are evoking 
bitter and justified protests from Georgia 
farmers. 

It now comes to light that farmers, 
already the scapegoat of the national ad- 
ministration, would be cast in the same 
role under the drastically increased fire 
insurance rates Mr. Cravey saw fit to au- 
thorize recently. 


He listed the average of the state- 
wide boosts at about 15.9 per cent. High 
as that figure is, it’s a drop in the bucket 
compared to the wallop he would deal 
the thin pocketbooks of farmers. Under 
the Cravey-approved scale, they would be 
socked with increases of approximately 50 
per cent on owners’ dwellings, tenant 
houses and barns. 


Farmers, although called upon to bear 
the brunt of the hikes percentagewise, are 
not the only segment of the rural econ- 
omy to be hard hit under the Cravey for- 
mula. Rep. Frank Twitty reported that 
in his home county of Mitchell rates would 
go up.as much as 25 per cent inside city 
limits. 

In view of the soaring increase for 
farmers and the example cited from Mitch- 
ell County, it’s amazing that the 15.9 
per cent average was not higher than it 
was. 

Although he has suspended. the in- 
creases pending a public hegpring, Mr. 
Cravey’s action in approving the higher 
rates in the first place ghould eliminate 
him as an impartial conductor of the hear- 
ing. It should be a job for the Legislature, 

The more that unfolds about the mud-

cretive raise in automobile insurance, the 
more apparent it becomes that there is an 
imperative need for the legislative in- 
vestigation proposed by Rep. Twitty and 
approved unanimously in the House yes- 
terday. 

Not only should it look into the rate 
hikes and the arbitrary and discrimina- 
tory manner in which they were granted, 
but it should delve into the unsound ar- 
rangement which permits a one-man dic- 
tatorship of insurance matters, 

Also it should look into reports of 
lower. rates in Virginia and determine 
why they are lower. They doubtlessly will 
find the Virginia arrafigement works 
much* better than Georgie’s where au- 
thority is. vested in one man with czar- 
like powers.

Loses a Contender 


WASHINGTON—The formidable, almost om- 
nipotent Senate leader, Sen. Lyndon B. Johnson 
of Texas, is decisively taking himself out of the 


race for the Democratic presidential nomination in 1960—or any other 
time. His closest political friends are convinced that he means lit. 
Sen. Johnson does not hesitate to say so to his colleagues. 


The objective political facts sup- 
port this conclusion. 

This will come as a surprise to 
many because nearly every polit- 
ical writer is putting the senator 
into the middle of the presidential 
race. 

Not so Johnson himself. With 

impressive persuasiveness he is 
putting himself outside the presi- 
dential race—though, of course, 
not outside the inner council of 
those Democrats who will be most 
influential in picking the nomi- 
nee. 
The effect of this development 
ig to reduce by one the massed 
array of Democratic hopefuls and 
to give heart to them all—from 
Sen.

LITERATURE COMMISSION 


The Senate Judiciary Commit- 
tee, after a public hearing, post- 
poned until Tuesday action on a 
bill that would revise the cpera- 
tion of the State Literature Com- 
mission. 

Committee members called for 
amendments to the bill that would 
limit their spending to $30,000 a 
year and would make the commis- 
sion liable for court costs and 
damages. 

The Rev. Dr. James Wesberry, 
commission chairman, told the 
senators the proposed bill “‘is one 
of the finest bills any state could 
possibly have.” The bill redefines 
obscenity, gives the group more 
money to hire a full time staff 
and changes the procedure in 
handling obscenity cases. 

He said the full time staff is 
needed because “‘newsstands filled 
with filth (are found) from one 
end of Georgia to the other.” 
DUCKWORTH APPEALS 

Chief Justice W. H. Duckworth 
made his first appearance during 
his 20 years on the State Supreme 
Court before a legislative com- 
mittee to speak against a bill that 
would award admittance to the 
bar to law school graduates with- 
out an examination. 

Justice Duckworth told the Ju- 
diciary Committee the bill would 
lower the standards of Georgia 
lawyers. 

Floyd Wardlon, a student of the 
University of Georgia law school, 
said the bill would increase the 
standards. 

The Senate rules committee ap- 
proved a bill giving members of 
the State Pardon and Parole 
Board a $3,600 a year raise for 
their services as members of the 
State Probation Board, making 
their total annual pay $13,600. 

The committee postponed action 
on a municipal home rule bill 
after Sen. Carl Sanders of Au- 
gusta raised the parliamentary 
question of whether it could be 
considered again this year. 

A similar bill was killed in the 
House last year. 

Sen. Charlie Brown of Atlanta 
and Sen. Marvin Pound of Sparta, 
co-authors, spoke in favor of the 
bill. Sen. Brown said home rule 
would let the General Assembly 
devote more time to statewide 
legislation.

ATLANTA AREA BILLS 
House Panel Approves 


Neighborhood Voting 


By RICHARD ASHWORTH 

Fulton County’s legislators succeeded in getting 
the House State of Republic Committee to approve the 
long-delayed neighborhood voter registration bill Monday. 


Three of Fulton’s four legisla-| 
tors had to ask the committee, 
however, to discontinue consider- 
ation on another bottled-up local 
bill to extend grand jury terms 
because Rep. M. M. (Muggsy) 
Smith revealed he is against it. 

The local legislators got the 
committee to approve the regis- 
tration measure unanimously 
after offering an amendment that 
they said met objections that 
blocked the bill’s approval last 
vear. 


AMEND BILL 


Sen. Charlie Brown, Reps. Wil- 
son Brooks and Ralph McClelland 
told the committee they had 
amended the bill so as to provide 
that deputy registrars, at a speci- 
fied time, will take registration 
books to city halls of incorporated 
towns in the county to register 
voters. 

This, said Brown, will help 
farmers and rural residents to 
register. He pointed out that the 
county is 73 miles long. 

Members of the committee had 
opposed the bill last year on the 
grounds that it would encourage 
Negro registrations because it 
would allow registrars to visit 
areas two miles from Five Points. 
This latter provision was removed 
by the amendment. 

Smith appeared last and told 
the committee that although he 
did not think neighborhood regis- 
tration of voters “will help 
much,” he did think the commit- 
tee should go along with the local 
legislators on the bill. 


SMITH OPPOSITION 


McClelland had asked the com- 
mittee for time to discuss the 
grand jury bill Tuesday when, he 
said, he saw Smith “telling sev- 
eral members sitting near us to 
not vote for the bill.” 

McClelland said he talked to 
Smith outside the committee 
room and Smith “told us defi- 
nitely for the first time that he 
was against the bill. We thought 
all along he was for it.” 

McClelland returned to the 
committee a few minutes later, 
advised the members that Smith 
had told fellow legislators he was 
agaiuct the bill and asked that 
it be withdrawn from considera- 
tion. 

In other action on Atlanta-area 
bills, the House approved four 
local measures, including one 
DeKalb County constitutional 
amendment to give the county 
municipal-type ordinance powers. 

DeKalb Dep. James A. Mackay 
said later, however, that the dele- 
gation may have to kill that bill 
because a new measure had been 
drawn to broaden the powers 
souglit in the first bill.

Griffin Forces Offer $1 Poll Tax Bill, 


Forming Boards To Purge Voter Lists 


Georgia citizens would have to 
pay a dollar poll tax before vot- 
ing in this year’s primaries un- 
der the bill introduced by the 
Griffin administration Monday. 

The bill also proposes to grant 
to counties boards of registrars 
far-reaching powers to disqualify 
present and prospective voters. 

Details of the Griffin plan 
were contained in the bill 
dropped in the House hopper Mon- 
day by Rep. Colbert Hawkins of 
Screven County, floor leader. 


RE-REGISTRATION PERIODS 


Aimed at blocking an announced 
Negro mass registration cam- 
paign, the bill has two major 
provisions: 

1. It would require voters to 
re-register every two years. 

2. I. asks a $1 poll tax every 
two years. 

Legisiators thus far have been 
cautious in commenting on the 
Griffin proposal because they 
had not seen the bill. The lengthy 
bill cifered Monday may raise 
some controversy over its ma- 
chinery 

The The bill does not call for re- 
registration by name for the 
1958 eiections, but it would re- 
quire poll tax payment six months 
before the November general 
election. 

And it would allow citizens to 
purge vote lists between now and 
the primaries by ‘“challenging”’ 
them and setting up board hear- 
ings. 

BARRIER PROVIDED 

The bill sets up a board of regis- 
trars in each county, to be ap- 
pointed by the senior superior 
court judge on the recommenda- 
tion of the grand jury, which shall 
have the power to examine a citi- 
zen ior his knowledge of state 
government and for his char- 
acter. 

The board would select a county 
registrar, who could decide an ap- 
plicant is “‘prima facie’’ qualified. 
If the registrar decided he was not 
prima facie qualified, the appli- 
cant would be ordered to appear 
before the board for further ex- 
amination. 

Failure to appear for a board 
hearing would bar an applicant 
from getting on voting lists. 

‘Furthermore, the board would 
be empowered to take into con- 
sideration an applicant’s non-pay- 
ment of taxes or criminal record 
in determining his eligibility. 

Tax delinquency or a criminal 
record presumably would not auto- 
matically disqualify an applicant. 
That would be up to the discretion 
of the board. 


Lt. Governor Ernest Vandiver 
issued a cautious statement Mon- 
day afternoon in. which he de-| tendants 
clared “segregation of the races 
must be preserved .. . no matter 
what sacrifices it may entail.” 

He added that he felt the Gen- 
eral Assembly would choose wise- 
ly between Griffin’s plan and the 
recommendations of a _ special 
voter registration committee. 


In other business the House ap- 
proved: an “honest error” libel 
law which would allow newspa- 
pers to escape punitive libel pros- 
ecution by printing a retraction 
twice in the same position and 
type size as the erroneous story 
and by noting the error on its 
editorial page. 

A resolution calling for a con- 
stitutional amendment to author- 
ize state scholarships for prospec- 
tive teachers won House endorse- 
ment. 


BRIDGE BILL PASSES 


A bill permitting the State 
Bridge Building Authority to con- 
tract with counties to build 
bridges costing less than $60,000 
passed 122-28 after some hot ques- 
tioning. 

Rep. Talmadge B. Echols of 
Upson County declared that one 
member of the authority had 
never heard of the bill. 

“I don’t know whether this is 
a good bill. I don’t think you 
know. I don’t think our floor 
lvader knows,” he declared. 

Hawkins said the bill would cut 
costs by allowing counties to erect 
prefabricated bridges. 

The House approved a $34,976.81 
compensation claim for the Robert 
K. Price Co. of Fayetteville, 
builders of the huge relief map of 
Georgia which was part of last 
year’s Southeastern Fair. 
COMPENSATION BILLS 

Through a mix-up in state pur- 
chasing regulations, Price could 
receive the payment only by legis- 
letive approval. 

Speaker Marvin Moate called up 
a series of compensation resolu- 
tions and resolutions selling state 
land to help clear the cumber- 
some calendar. 

Meanwhile, the House Education 
Committee approved a bill to es- 
tablish educational requirements 
for county school superintendents 
but sent to a three-man sub-com- 
mittee a bill to repeal the state’s 
compulsory school attendance 
laws.

, would be America’s only turn-of-the<entury million- 
with its touches of Victarian elegance and its quality 
leisure. 


The first I of this plan was from Mr. and Mrs. Dewey 
Scarborough, who have paved the way for such a project with 
their own chunk of restoration. They leased the Walter Jennings 
house at the end of the village and have turned it into something 
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long asking for permission to see the house. 

As a Christmas benefit for a Brunswick church fund the Scar- 
boroughs held open house and more than 400 people called within 
two hours—willing to pay for the privilege of seeing their house 
alone 


This convinces the authority that a completely restored village 
would draw thousands of tourists outside Georgia, not just those 
of us barefoot natives who want to play on the beach and have 
the price of a hot dog. The landscape architect, John Leon Hoff- 
man, who has been retained by the Authority to plan and direct 
the extensive planting program already under way, has a wonder- 
ful dream of restoring the old gardens so they will draw flower 
lovers and garden club members from all over the country. 


Already Mr. Hoffman has transplanted an avenue of palms 
from the woods on the island to the new two-mile concrete ‘‘board- 
walk” on the ocean side. And the parkways of the island are being 
beautifully planted with all kinds of native plants, including the 
famous Franklinia or “Lost Gordonia”’ which the botanist, Bartram, 
discovered here in the 18th Century. Mr. Hoffman imported 56 
Franklinias from a Baltimore nursery and has set them out down 
the main thoroughfare from the bridge to the beach. 


It’s Mr. Hoffman’s dream and the dream of the Authority, 
I understand, to set the village apart with big iron gates, restore 
its narrow shell roads and ban automobiles past the museum and 
the Jekyll Island Club. Horses and carriages would be available 
for those who wanted to ride. The public rooms of the clubs would 
be restored to the turkey red carpets and dark woodwork of the 
old days. The newly acquired plastic and chrome chairs would 
give way to the pretty little wicker chairs of the Victorian period 
and even the waitresses would wear long skirts and caps of the 
kind worn by the girls who used to serve the Morgans and the 
Vanderbilts. 

It’s an exciting plan for those of us who like old things to 
contemplate and it might well be very remunerative. The old 
Jekyll village is absolutely unique and it should attract great 
numbers of people who wouldn’t go out of their way to visit just 
another state park.

The individual is Russell McPhail, who claims as his major in-. 
terest a candy company bearing bis name. 


McPhail, a bachelor from the Deep South, 
has been more successful in his outside ventures 
than in candy making. MePhail Candy Corp. has 
a record of eight straight years of “red ink” 
through 1957. 


The two Stock Exchange listed companies 
which have attracted his ‘‘sweet tooth’ are a far, 
far cry from candy manufacturing. They are: 

Transue & Williams Steel Forging Corp., a 
$16 million stamping and forging enterprise head- 
quartered in Alliance, Ohio. 


L. S. Starrett Co., a $14 million New England 
precision tool maker.

This didn’t pan 
out so well and he moved to Jacksonville where he organized with 
some local businessmen McPhail Chocolates. 


The going again became rough with the depression. After 1933 


he formed a half dozen companies, including a venture in the res- 
taurant field, and another retailing ice cream and dairy products. 


In 1941 re re-entered the candy business in Jacksonville. This 
wsa the predecessor of the present McPhail Candy Corp., organized 
under Delaware laws. 

In 1945, he acquired the Oswego Candy Works, Inc., with a plant 
in that upstate New York city. Another acquisition was Sierra 
Candy Co. of San Francisco. The Illinois McPhail Chocolates for- 
merly was Ambrosia Candy of Chicago.

West opened the three of spades | 
and East’s jack went to declar- | 
er’s queen. Most players in the | 


South position, from force of hab- 
it, immediately set out to estab- 
lish the heart suit and this step 
resulted in the loss of the game. 


East won the first heart trick and | 


returned a spade, establishing the 
suit for West while he still held | 
the ace of clubs for re-entry. Now 
when the hearts failed to break, | 
declarer could cash only eight | 
tricks. 


Mr. Seewald approached the | 
problem with greater caution. Re- | 
fusing to rely on a three-three | 
heart break, he chose a line of | 


play which assured him of nine | 


tricks. It involved entering dum- 
my with a diamond and leading 
a low club. This cinched the con- 
tract regardless of the location of 
the ace of clubs. If East had it 
and ran up, declarer would be as- 
sured of three club tricks which, 
with four diamonds and two 
spades, brings the total to nine. 
If East plays low and the king of 
clubs holds the trick, declarer im- 


mediately shifts to hearts and | 


nine tricks are assured. 


When West turned up with the | 
ace of clubs, he was unable safe- | 


ly to continue spades and declar- | 


er had time to drive out the ace 


of hearts, establishing his ninth | 
and 10th tricks.
